i, Machine hall B is of the same size and construction as hall A. A steel mesh fence 
divides it into eleven sections. They are:

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The entire building.contains-over 1,000-different types of machines such as 
lathes (tokarnie), milling machines (frezarki), boring machines (wytaczarki), 
planes (heblarki), "sgeplingi" (sic), borers (wiertarki), "dluciarki" (sic), 
and grinders (szlifierki). New machines are installed by eight cranes. About 
1,200 people work in the hall per shift. 


Nothing is known about the work done in the steel tempering plant, the casting 
plant or im the construction hall. 


The administration building is 15 stories high, 20 meters long, and 15 meters wide. 


The plant produces 4O-ton tanks for the Polish Army which have intercommunication 
systems and carry 12 to 15 centimeter thick armor plate. Production probably 
started in the winter of 1951-1952; it was definitely in progress in May 1952. 

The plant shifted to military production in 1947.
